Mr.  C.  B.  Hosid,  one  of  the  passcogers  on 
the  ili-tii!e  l  Lark  Indoslry,  gives  us  (tbe 
Ortgoniiin)  ilie  following  particulars  of 
her  wreck  npuo  the  middle  samU  ot  the 
.Mouth  of  the  Columbia :  On  Thursday, 
Maroh  l&th.  Captain  Lswis,  tif  Iba  bark,  sea* 
ing  the  Pacific  go  oat,  and  tbe  pilot  boat  io 
eight,  lying  to  for  him.  ss  be  thongbt,  neder- 
took  to  cium  tba  bsr.  Tbe  wind  waa  onbir 
•*>wa  aia  taid  by  experteneed  sailora— and 
probably  the  pilot  boat  wu  ooabia  toga  aat. 
Mr.  Beald  saya  tbe  pilot  boat  was  oeair  them 
— almost  alongside.  He- says  the  mptaia 
noSeriook  to  follow  verbal  Insirootioos  rroii 
the  pilot  aod  tacked  ship  three  time<.  Tbe 
wind  then  lulled,  and  the  bark  oast  anchor; 
al'cer  awhile  the  hnvze  railed  ugain,  when 
the  anchors  wore  liove,  and  after  getting  un- 
diT  headway,  the  orJer  waa  given  to  lack 
abip,  and  the  vesHel  mioaHil  slays.  The  suc- 
onii  attempt  to  iMuk  waa  attended  with  the 
aaine  rusult,  and  alter  the  second  time  missing 
atays  she  went  on  tha  ruuf.
